County 21st Century Committee, was a board member of the

Illinois Wesleyan Associates, and was a life-member of the

BroMenn Service League; and

honors; she was in the first class of the YWCA's Women of

Distinction Award, was an honorary member of Laborers

International Union of North America through Bloomington Local

362, and was recently selected as a "History Maker" by the
